A TOWN IN FLAMES. 


Woodstock, N. B., Thought to be Totally 
Destroyed. 

ST. JOHN, N. B., November 11.—Fire broke 
out in Woodstock at midnight. It caught in 
the Institute building, andis supposed to be 
the work of anincendiary. A high wind was 
prevailing and all efforts to stop the progress 
of the flames were unavailing. The Wastern 
Union Telegraph offices, both inthe depot and 
the regular offices were destroyed,and it is im- 
possible tu get particulars. Atl o’clock an 
operator in the depot office told the operator 
at St. John: ‘‘The flames are coming 
down on me and I must go.’’ 
A few minutes after the citcuit 
was discovered open, and presumably the 
State building has gone. At3 a.m. the opera- 
tor in the general office said that the upper 
half of the town had gone and a part ofthe 
lower. The flames are all around me and get- 
ting too hot to stay any longer. I expeet the 
office to catch at any moment. Dr. Smith’s 
residence is gone. The Free Baptist Church is 
burned and tbe registry office is in flames. Ef- 
forts are * made to save the new 
hotel, but 3 now in great 
danger. If the hotel goes it will be 
difficult to save the town. These are the last 
particulars that reached St. John. It is feared 
that there have been lives lost. Woodstock 
is on the St. John River and is the shiretown

stores, had a large number of hotels, several

A GAMBLERS’ FEUD. 


he King of New York Bunco Men 
2 N Coldiy Murdered. 
From the New York Times, 9th. 


The death of Charles P. Miller, the gam- 
bler, from the pistol-shot wound inflicted by 
the rum seller and thief Billy? Tracey, 
ended a feud that began last spring, when 
Miller shot Tracey in his own saloon, No. 33 
West Twenty-ninth street. Tracey was a 
bully, but an arrant coward, and on the day 
that he was shot he tried to make Miller back 
down in a petty quarrel. Miller waited until 
Tracey made a threat to ‘‘tix’’ him, and then, 
drawing a revolver, fired three shots, one of 
which hit Tracey. When he felt the bullet 
strike him, he lay down on the floor of his sa- 
Joon in abject terror aud called for a priest. 
Miller and his friends amused themselves 
with his cowardice for several minutes and 
then left the saloon. When Tracey found 
that bis injury was a very slight one, be was 
EZreatly chagrined at his display of terror. He 
shunned those who knew of the shooting, 
and the affair did not reach the ears of the 
police for some time. Miller’s 
friends, however, thought the joke too good 
to pass over. They embraced every opvor- 
tunity totwit Tracey until he revealed what 
nis sentiments were bv telling one of his tor- 
mentors to wait and see what he would do to 
the man who dared to shoot him. Meanwhile 
Miller attended strictly to his own affairs, 
visiting the different pleasure resorts ‘with 
confederates to play banco“ and other con- 
fidence games. On Monday afternoon Miller 
and his father-in-law, William Minchin, who 
says that he is a speculator, went down town 
oοn business.“ They, like the better dressed 
and most dangerous members of their guild, 
resort to the neighborhood of Twenty-ninth 
street and Broadway. They returned at 3 
o'clock, went to the saloon of Richard M. 
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Darling, No. 1217 Broadway, chat- 
ted and drank, went to other 
resorts, and at 9 o' clock had 


a drink atthe bar of the Gilsey House. They 
were leaving the hotel by the Broadway en- 
trance when Miller saw Richard Moore,a per- 
son whose occupation appears to be associat- 
ing With criminals, and Col.“ W. H. Betts, 
a Southern fire-eater and gambier, go into 
Darling’s. He asked Minchin to go there ana 
detain them until he came, as he wished to 
speaktothem. Minchin went to Darling’s, 
but it was nearly 11 o’clock before Miller 
came. Darling’s saloon is a small and weil- 
appointed place, fitted up in modern style, 
under Daly’s Theater. At the entrance is a 
cigar stand, where men whose portraits are 
inor out of the Rogues’ Gallery lounge; 
there is a glass door between the cigar stand 
andthe bar, which is. a commodious one, 
considering the size of the place. When Mill- 
er came in there were in the saloon Dieb“ 
Moore, Billy?“ Borst, George Law. Jr., Henry 
Rice, Charles Crawtord, Col.“ Betts, 
„Billy“ Temple and Minchin. Miller chatied 
with his father-in-law, Moore, and Col. 
Betts, and tne party was a merry one until 
Tracey entered. Itis said that before he en- 
tered he pushed the storm-door ajar, peered 
in, and, seeing Miller, stepped back and spoke 
to his half-brother, James Gormley, an ex- 
convict, who handed him a pistol. Then he 
went in. It is not probable that any one ex- 
cept the dead man noticed Tracey when he 
entered. Tracey walked past Miller and his 
friends, went to the bar and ordered a drink. 
In spite of the assertion of Col. Betts that 
Tracey, before he fired, said to Miller, “I 
came in here to kill vou,“ itis probable that 
not a word was spoken, as Tracev is a sneak- 
ing fellow, who would not be likely to warna 
person that he intended toinjure. Minchin says 
that Trucey did not utter a word, and 
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that Miller did not say anything to 
Tracey. Minchin had his back turned 
to tbe bar when the shot was fired. He 


Saw Miller clutch his abdomen, and, turning, 
encountered Tracey, who stood between the 
cigar stand andthe bar with a pistol in his 
hand. Minchin caught hold of Tracey’s hand 
and pulled down the pistol. Moore then 
caught hold of Tracey, and Minchin ran to 
his son-in-law, who drew a pistol and aimed 
it at Tracey, Who was surrounded by the men 
who were in the bar-room. Some one shout- 
ed“ Don't shoot, you'll bit the wrong man.” 
The pistol was leveled, but a sudden faint- 
ness seized Miller, the pisto! felt from his 
hand, and he sank on his knees. Betts sup- 
ported him, and one ofthe party went for a 
carriage. A crowd had gathered outside, and 
on an attempt being madetocirry Miller to 
the carriage Officer F. W. Posthoff, of the 
Twenty- ninth Precinct, came up and asked 


What was the matter. Ile was told that a 
man had uceidentally shot him- 
self, and that bis friends were going to take 
him home. Posthoffinsisted 09 his being taken 
to the Thirtietb street Station-house first, an! 
Miller was putin the carriage. Just then 
Tracey came ou of the saloon, passed infront 
of Posthoff, who knew and saw him, but who 
did not know of his act, and escaped. At the 
sktation-house Seryt. Westervelt ordered Mite 
ler’s removal to tue New York Hospital. He 
died there five minutes after his arrival of 


internal hemorrbive, Tracey’s bullet having 
severed abdomins! blood vessels. Capt. 
Williams, as he heard of the affair, sent out 
ageneralalarm calling for Tracey’s arrest 
and arrested James GuBmiev, who was held 
as an accessory by Coroner Jlerrman. 
Inspector Byrnes says of Tracey that ho is 
the son of Irish parents, and that he was 
bornin the Eleventh Ward. He never did 
any honest work, and for sixteen years has 
been known as a general thief. He has been 
arrested frequently by.Detectives Heidelberg, 
li ocers, Dusenberry, Macdougal and others 
for various crimes, but he always managed 
to invoke influence which kept bim out of 
State prison and the penitentiarv. He had 
the reputation of beinga bank burglar, but 
Inspector Byrnes says that he was a cowardly 
rascal, and that although le associated with 
such men as William Varley, alias Reddy the 
blacksmith, now dead, Johu, alias “ Red,“ 
Leary, Jimmy Dolan, convicted with Leary 
for pocket-picking in Paris, and afterward 
sent to Sing Sing for robbing a man who was 
a Cabinet Mizister under l’resident Pierce: 
Whitey Bob, “Jack’* Tierney, Dan“ 
Noble and Jimmy“ Griffin, none of them 
would have trusted him in a big job. Tracey, 
when Miss Nellie Grant married Mr. Sartoris, 
was arrested by Detectives Macdougal and 
Dusenberry on a Jersey City ferry-boat on 
which the newly- married pair, with many 
friends, were. The arrest was prompted »v 
the complaint of a gentleman who had lost a 
diamond pin. The property was worked 
back to the owner and Tracey was not pun- 
ished. Tracey was a clever panel thief, and 
the women who were his partners in crime 
were the smartest in the citv. In a fight 
with Reddy the Blacksmith, in the 
Bandbox a cellar saloon, with en- 
 trances into Chatham Square and Catha- 
rine street, ten yeurs ago, Tracey was slashed 
across the face with a knife.

AGAINST THE SEX. 


Women Not Allowed to Become Attor- 
neys in Massachusetts. 
Boston Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Miss Lilia J. Robinson, a young woman of 
about twenty-eight, fair, talented and inde- 

endentf graduated last spring from the 

Jniversity Law School, and soon after made 
application for admission to the bar as a 
practicing attorney. Chief Justice Gray, be- 
fore whom the petition was filed, took a brief 
prepared by Miss Robinson in her own behalf, 
and decided against her. The matter went up 
before the full bench, and to-day a long and 
carefully prepared opinion was sent down, 
which sustains Judge Gray’s position and 
cites at length the reasons for the refusal to 
admit Miss Robinson to practice. 

First the honorable Justices show that the 
term ‘*citizens,’? used by the petitioner in 
ber application, does not in this instance ap- 
ply to or include women. The legislative en- 
actment meant menand not women for at- 
torneys. Next they argue that there. is no 

recedent for such a proceeding in English 
aw. Miss Robinson cited the case ofthe 
Countess of Pembroke, whois said to have 
held tbe office of the hereditary Sheriff of 
Westmoreland in the seventeenth century. 
The Justices doubt the truth of the report, 
admitting that in a certain sense, and out of 
respect to her family, and the fact that the 
succession was temporarily broken, the Judges 
may have invited her to sit with them when 
they came to the county. They find no pub- 
lic office of that nature held by a woman. 

An attorney at law, says the Court, is not 
indeed in the strictest sense a public officer, 
but he comes very near it. If a woman should 
be finally appointed and commissioned as 
Justice of the Peace she would have no con- 
stitutional or legal authority for any of the 
functions appertaining to that office. Ac- 
cording to the opinion of the Justices (107 
Mass., 604), whenever the Legislature has in- 
tended to make a change in the legal right or 
capacities of women it has used words clearly 
manifesting its intent and the extent of the 
change intended. The statutes permitting a 


married woman to hold and convey 
property, to make contracts, to sue 
and be sued, and be an exeeu- 


trix, administratrix, guardian or trustee, 
have in no way enlarged the capacity of any 
woman, married or unmarried, to hold office, 
and have no application to single women or 
to the legal disabilities to which married and 
unmarried women alike are subject. The 
House of Representatives,in 1874, having tak- 
en the opinion of the Justices of this court 
that there was nothing in the Constitution it- 
self to prevent women from beng members 
of school committees, the Legislature enacted 
that no person should be deemed ineligible 
to serve upon aschool committee by reason 
of sex, and it has since expressly authorized 
women to vote at the election of Sehoo! Com- 
missioners. 


A Pair of Tory Earls.

Two Tory trish Earls, of rather notable 
family history, are now visitors to New York. 
Lord Mayo, aged 30, is of that very numerous 
clan Bourke or Burke, which includes the 
renowned and immortal Edmund and the 
notorious and infamous: resurrectionist. As 
bis Lordship’s father once saidin the House 
of Commons, he has many cousins in New 
York. The late Earl was a fine character— 
able, upright and intrepid—who fell by the 
hand ofan assassin at his post of duty, when 
Viceroy of India. His son has hitherto led a 
life miserably unworthy of the fame of his 
sire, but, it may be, has now sown his wild 
oats~a big crop—andis on the mend. He 
is unmarried. Lord Donoughmore, who is 33, 
isthe descendant of that famous Receiver- 
Genera! Hely Hutchinson, the most success- 
fully rapacious oflice-seeker on record, of 
whom it was said, “If you gave him England, 
Ireland, and Scotiand, he would ask for the 
Isle of Man as a potato garden.“ The pres- 
ent peer succeeded early to his title, led, by 
all accounts, a rather fast life at Oxford, then 
traveled as far as Australia, Where, in earth’s 
paradise, Tasmania, he wooed and won a fair 
Van Diemenian. Thenceforward he slowed 
up,” took to politics, lived at his home, 
Knocklofty, in Tipperary—(everything is 
Knock in that truculent county, Knock-more- 
down is Knocklofty’s neighbor)—and held 
ollice in the last Tory Government. It is 
rather remarkable that Tipperary} has not 
specially signalized itself by disturbance atthe 
present crisis, albeit Limerick has been solriot- 
tous, and only three weeks ago the Duke of 
St. Albans, whose wife has a seat in Tippe- 
rary, ventured to give a grand entertainment 
to the tenantry.

Yes, 
she did, unless she had money—money. Rab- 
bi Messing was placed upon the stand to make 
out a case. He, in a graphic manner,

We see human habitations perched, 
eyrie-like, on what look like inaccessible 
points of these granite peaks, while lower 
down, on various levels, are little struggling 
bits of suburb and glistening white chalets. 
If this upward drive is wonderful, no less im- 
posing is the view from the ancient Walls still 
girding Avallon round about. Sosheer do 
the rocks run down to the valley below that 
we could throw a pebble into the dark little 
river flowing so swiftly in its very bosom. 
This is the Cousin, a stream that flows 
into the Cure, that charming river we see 80 
often in our zig-zag through the Morvan,and 
the valley of the Cousin at Avallon, as the 
valley of the Cure at the foot of Vezelay, is 
one of the loveliest scenes in this part of 
France. Nothing can be fresher, brighter, 
more exhilarating to look at than these em- 
erald glens, hanging woods, glittering cas- 
cades and swift-flowing crystal streams, al- 
most hidden by the rocks and woods that shut 
them in; and here, as everywhere in these 
regions, we enjoy an entire immunity from 
the vulgarity of travel. No travel guides, no 
show spots, no fashionable hotels, no Cook’s 
tourists here! Nature is left to herself and 
we are left to ourselves. The chief charm in- 
deed of French travel lies in its isolation from 
traveling routine. It requires a peculiar ed- 
ucation and sympathy to appreciate such 
scenes as these, and although at certain sea- 
sons of the vear English excursionists jostle 
against each other amid the monolithic array 
of Carnac and thé monumental caves of Lok- 
mariarker, we never by any chance whatever 
come across our country folk in the cities or 
rural retreats of Morvan.

Patti’s Opening Concert. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 

Mme. Adelina Patti received a most enthu- 
siastic welcome from her audience at Stein- 
way Hall to-night, and her success was in- 
stantaneous and overwhelming. In spite of 
the magnetic attractions of the artist, it was 
evident that the New York public regard the 
prices of admission as exorbitant. Although 
there were a great many of the dead-head fra- 
ternity present, at least one-fourth of the $10 
seats were unoccupied. The rest of the 
house was packed. Those who remembered 
Patti as a young girl here twenty years ago 
at the opening of her career, were gratifie 
to see that she is still young, beautiful, and 
girlish in figure and carriage, and that her 
voice has lost none of its sweetness, and 
has gained greatly in strength. When 
Mme. Patti appeared in the second 
part the audience was surprised to see that 
she had changed her dress in the interval. 
In the first part she Wore a navy-biue satin 
with lace trimmings, large diamond earrings, 
and necklace of jet and gold. In the second 
part she wore a cream-colored satin with 
embroidered front, corsage of satin brocade, 
and in her ears clusters of diamonds. After 
singing the cavatina from Traviata,“ ‘*Ah 
forse e lui,”§§shejwas many times recalled, 
and the house was harilly satisfied when she 
sang **Comin’ Thro’ the Rye.“ In the midst 
ot the demonstrations of delight the ushers 
marched down the aisles with about a dozen 
mountainous designs in flowers. Again at the 
end of the second part of the concert, when 
Mme. Patti had sung Home, Sweet Home,“ 
delivered with exquisite sweetness, and re- 
ceived several recails, she was compelled to 
sing a second encore, giving, with 
all the richness for which sheis so famous. 
„Twas Within a Mile o' Edinboro’ Town.“ 
Her success with the shadow song from 
„ Dinorah,“ which She had to sing twice, was 
as great as at each of her previous appear- 
ances. The last number on the programme 
was the terzetto, Enual volutta,’’ from ‘I 
Lombardi,” sung by Mme. Patti, Sig. Nicolini 
and Sig. Pinto, with violin obligato by Mlle. 
Castelian. This was perhaps the most inter- 
esting and the most artistic part ef the con- 
cert, as it gave the audience a good idea of 
the force and power of Mme. Patti’s voice as 
it is heard in concerted pieces in opera. The 
world says thatthe tokens of wear which 
some European critics think they have dis- 
covered in Patti’s voice within the last few 
years were not apparent to-night, unless an 
oceasional break when passing from the low- 
er to the middle register be so regarded.

LIONIZING A VALET. 


The Elegant Foreigner Whose Acqualn- 
tance Philadelphians Sought. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


When Lionel S. Sackville-West, the new 
British Minister to the United States, was 
booked for Philadelphia on the other side of 
the Atlantic he betrayed considerable anxiety 
lest he might suffer by langing at a port 
where none of the aristocracy, so far as he 
knew, had landed before. I've often heard 
of New York, you know,” he is re- 
ported to have said, “and I am told 
the facilities for traveling from there 
to Washington are quite comfortable. 
They have railways all the way, I am told, 
but Philadelphia—I never heard about the 
traveling facilities from Philadelphia or how 
travelers get from there to Washington or the 
condition of the roads—but I suppose it will 
not take 9 longer to go to Washing- 
ton from Philadelphia than it would take to 
go from New York.” 

To beon thesafe side Mr. West sent his 
valet on in the steamer ahead of him to ex- 
amine the country and the roads and find out 
the shortest routes and meet him and report 
upon his arrival. Now it happened that in 
his connection with the diplomatic service 
abroad Mr. West found it convenient to have 
a valet who, while an Englishman, still 
spoke French, and Mr. Wills—for that is the 
name the gentleman of the bed-chamber 
bears upon his stylish visiting cards—aside 
from his natural gifts, by reason of his ex- 
tensive travels and information, is a very 
agreeable and interesting person. When, 
therefore, a small, natty individual, witha 
fresh face and mutton-chop whiskers, a flat 
hat, square shoes and an overcoat reaching to 
his heels appeared on board the Government 
vessel, crowded with senators and judges 
and colonels and commodores and men with 
tremendous bank accounts, all intent on meet- 
ing and welcoming the diplomatist. there was 
a flutter on the quarter-deck that extended 
down into the cabin, where a duet was in 
progress between cracking jokes and popping 
corks, and every one said, Who is he?“ A 
fortunate individual, who had previously got 
wind of him and simply knew that he was an 
Englishman and Mr. West’s avant coarier, 
quickly had him by the arm and was introduc- 
ing him all around. Gen. So-and-so, let me 
introduce you to my particular friend Mr. 
Wills, the new Minister's private secretary.“ 
‘‘Judge Such- and- such, come here a minute 
until I present you to Mr. Wills, me Secretary 
of the Legation anda personal friend of Mr. 
West’s.” “Excuse me; Dr. Wills, allow me to 
present to you the Hon. Mr. So-and-so, one 
of our most distinguished citizens. The Doc- 
tor, Mr. So-and-so, 1s in charge of foreign 
affairs at Washington until Mr. West arrives.“

Brady Gets Seven Years’ Sentence—The 
Other Defendants.

He was 
charged with taking a false acknowledgment 
toadeed. The supposition of the attorney for 
the defense was that as Brady was 
emplovea as R deputy, when a 
man was introduced to him he had no way of 
ascertaining further the identity of the man. 
The plan as held by the District Attorney, who 
is prosecuting the cases, is as follows: A num 
berofmen living in St. Louis organized a 
crowd, including some notaries public, who 
were very plentiful then. One or two then 


went to Butler county in Southeast 
Missouri and found some land 
owned by K Party not a resident 


of the county or the State. A deed was then 
mace out in the name of the Owner, who, in 
most instances, owed back taxes or gave other 
evidence that he was neglecting the land. 
This was made outand swora to by someof 
the crowd and taken down to Butler county, 
where another man, representing uimself as 


the grantor, had it recorded. Te all ap- 
pearancesthe man in whose name the deed 
was made out heid a good 


deed. The sale of this was then negotiated, 
und the profits divided. This is the theorv 
thatthe State is now proceeding on in the 
cases, andjon{which they expect to prove andise- 
cure convictions. The charges of forgery ure 
preteriéd against the notaries before whom 
the formatities were gone through. Brady 
was found guilty and his punishment 
assessea at seven years in the Pen.

Companies to Send Them 
For Lou.

The Mutual Union and Baltimore and 
Ohio Open Offices Here. 


Telegraph advices received here this morn- 
ing from the East say that the lines of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company will be open 
for business next Monday. They have their 
principal office at No. 45 Williams street, New 
York City, where sixty-five operators are al- 
ready at work. The general office 
in this city is at No. 207 N. Third street, where 
Mr. O. Dougherty, the manager tor St. Louis, 
is already installed, and preparations are 
rapidly going forward to put the place in read- 
ness to begin business. The office here will 
not open, however, until about December l, 
when the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Com- 
pany will also open an office at No. 30, Pine 
street With Mr. Wm. E. Mulford as manager. 


These two companies will work in har- 
mony, but not in. conjunction, and 
when the two get 


1 the opposition 
to the Western Union will, it is thought, be 
lively enough to make patrons of the wires 
feel not a little bit interested. The Mutual 
Union will start with about ten operators, and 
Mr. Gto. McGann, formerly oi the American 
inion, as their chief. The Baltimore and Ohio 
will have a force of aboutthe same strength. 
Both companies will have offices and opera- 
tors on ’Change and willextend wiresto any 
part of the city. 


The Mutual Union is putting up 
the poles which peopie are com- 
plaining about in such a general 


way, and one of these atjthe southeast corner 
of Third and Pine takes off so much of the 
sidewalk and subordinates the surroundings 
to such an extent that Coquard, the stock 
»)roker, who occupies the corner building, felt 
compelled to put a sign onthe pole informing 
people that his office was just behind it. But 
the growl about thé number and size of the 
Mutual Union’s poles is no indication that the 
people of St. Louis are not glad to welcome 


the enterprise to the * The fact that 
merchants here have long ago bought 
up all the stock of the corporation 


shows that they are willing to encourage it. 
The Mutual Union was organized in New York 
some time since with a capital of $10,000,000, 
to do a general telegraph business throughout 
the United States and Canada. Between 5100. 
000 and $500,000 of the stock was sent here and 
disposed of like hot cakes by Nelson & Noel six 
months ago. Nowa dollar of the stock cannot 
be bought in this citv. The Baltimore and 
Ob io road is owned and controlled by the B. & 
O. Company. It is also to do a general business 
confined to points on the B. & O. road and its 
tributaries. When the superintendent of the 
B. & O. visited St. Louis three months ago and 
wenton ’Changethe merchants gave him every 
encouragement to run his line to this point, 
promising the new company a fair share of the 
telegraph business done here. Both new com- 
punies have run wires to Peoria to connect 
with the Board of Trade there. Tbe rates are 


to be put down lower than Western 
Union at the very start, aad private 
wires will Le put up, it is said, 


at rates 33% per cent under the Western Union 
demands. The merchants here did not ask for 
iower rates. Their whole desire in having the 
new companies here was to increase the facili- 
ties for using the wires, and to compel the 
Western Union to give a more efficient and sat- 
isfactory service, as the latter corporation 
seemed disposed to do pretty much as it pleas- 
ed, andto pay no heed to the appeals of its 


patrons, telegrams being delayed here 
and at other points, and the 
volume of business being allowed 


to ovcrtax the working force oj the local office, 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called at the Mu- 
tual Union Office to-day, and in the absence of 
Manager Dougherty interviewed Chiet Operater 
McGann.
